Attending the Installation Service were 
over 190 members and visitors including 
denominational representatives from the 
Presbyterian Church, USA and _ the 
Alabama-Tennessee Association and 
Southeast Conference of the United Church 
of Christ. 

Members of the Fairfield Glade Church, 
coming from about seven different 
denominations, convenanted with Rev. 
Koehler to follow his deepest theological 
view that ‘Christianity is a faith to be

“T call you to a lively and joyous celebra- 
tion of the first 25 years of the United 
Church of Christ . . . celebrations that not 
only contemplate the mission of God, but 
renew commitment to the gracious God of 
Jesus Christ.” 


Conference Ministers 
Urge Disarmament 


In a strongly-worded Ash Wednesday 
message, 38 conference ministers of the 
United Church of Christ have called their 
constituents to ‘‘public witness” against 
the arms race and urged the U.S. 
Government to take “unilateral first steps 
toward disarmament among the nations.” 

“The potential for disaster is every- 
where,”’ the pastoral letter charges, when 
“weapons of terrible force occupy the 
heavens above, the earth below and the 
waters under the earth.” Declaring that 
“the existence of such weapons is contrary 
to the will of God,” the conference 
ministers asserted: ‘‘We must resist them

UCBHM Makes Policy 
Statement 


The Executive Committee of the Board 
of Directors of the United Church Board 
for Homeland Ministries, meeting in 
Memphis, TN on January 31 made the 
following policy statement on cuts in 
governmental programs for the needy: 

Most Americans now recognize the 
urgent need to address with utmost 
diligence and intelligence the serious 
plight of the nation’s economy, and many 
recognize the awesome complexity of 
doing so. There seems to be less convic- 
tion, however, that solutions to the 
economy’s plight should not put any addi- 
tional burden on the destitute and those 
living on the ragged edge of poverty by 
virtue of circumstances beyond their 
control. 

Indeed, some of the destitute need even 
greater assistance than they are now 
receiving. It is the duty of the Christian 
community to intensify its own efforts to 
aid the needy, to encourage others to do so, 
and to call on government at all levels to 
rectify laws, regulations, administrative 
procedures and budget cuts that cause 
undue and unjust suffering to the most 
impoverished members of our society; the 
majority are women, many of whom are 
elderly, and children. 

Accordingly, the United Church Board 
for Homeland Ministries, which is respon- 
sible for ministries within the nation, 
hereby urges National Instrumentalities, 
Conferences, Associations, Congregations 
and individual members of the United 
Church of Christ: 


(1) To analyze their own programs for 
assisting the needy and to make them 
more effective wherever possible; 


(2) To increase the degree of coordina- 
tion among voluntary agencies concerned 
with aiding the needy so as to minimize 
duplicate effort, close unnecessary gaps, 
and increase the actual aid rendered to the 
private sector; 


(3) To protest to elected representatives 
and responsible government officials those 
cuts in government spending and program 
modifications which reduce the availabili- 
ty of food, housing, medical care and other 
essential services for the truly needy; and 


(4) To point out that the existing and 
proposed cuts in Federal spending greatly 
exceed whatever additional assistance the 
private sector might provide to the needy.

with all our strength or deny our vocation 
as Christians.” 

Conference Ministers oversee the work 
of the United Church’s regional and state 
bodies. The letter was sent to 6,340 
churches with 1.75 million members. 

Support for peace and rejection of 
nuclear war is part of the Christian faith, 
the ministers explained. The church is 
asked, they contended, ‘‘not to have peace, 
but to make peace; not merely to lip 
service, but to public service, to bear 
witness in our day to the radical commit- 
ment of God to the earth and all its peoples 
and to the divine insistence on the just and 
sane use of all the world’s resources.” 


Urging redistribution of resources from 
arms to human needs, the letter notes: 
“Weapons starve the poor. Where Christ is 
present, the poor are fed.” 

The United Church leaders also asked 
for a halt to the ‘suicidal building” of 
nuclear and chemical weapons. 

“We write to you in faith and with a 
sense of our common calling; with hope 
and a concern for the future of the world; 
out of love and the belief that God contin- 
ues to summon us to the ministry of 
reconciliation,” the letter states. ‘We join 
our voices with those of our sisters and 
brothers in the churches in the East and 
the West, the North and the South.” 

At the last General Synod, peace was 
voted as one of the two main priorities of 
the denomination for the next four years.

May Canada became the first child to 
enter the Elon Home, a special endowment 
fund was announced to the 200 people 
gathered in the McFarland Activities 
Building on the campus. This fund was 
dedicated to the memory of Lela Mae 
Canada, and will underwrite the Home’s 
services to children and their families 
through a permanently endowed position 
of a family services worker. The first 
donation was made by the staff with 100 
percent participation and totalled $1,000. 

Speaker for the anniversary was Dr. 
Avery Post of New York City, President of 
the United Church of Christ. He had praise 
not only for the Elon Home, its leadership 
and staff, but also for the ministry of 
caring, not just for individuals but for one 
another. The ministry of Jesus, he said, 
“was focused on people. The same is true 
with the Home as its work is based on 
faithfulness and its focus is on hurt and 
vulnerable people.”

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Abortion Subject of 
Consultation 


Acknowledging that the abortion 
controversy ‘“‘is not going to go away”’ and 
“freedom of choice is not a reality,” over 
50 leaders in the United Church of Christ 
began work on a more comprehensive 
approach to the issue in a 3-day 
consultation held recently in New York 
City. 


While praising the denomination’s 
General Synods for their early and 
consistent stands in favor of a woman’s 
right to decide to continue or terminate a 
pregnancy, speakers stressed the need for 
a stronger theological base to counter 
“pro-life” postures and greater analysis of 
the economic and social underpinnings of a 
“pro-choiced’’ stance. 


The Rev. Dr. Roger Shinn, Reinhold 
Niebuhr professor of social ethics at Union 
Theological Seminary, accused his fellow 
religious ‘abortion rights proponents of 
defending their position in a way that 
“reflects individualism which derives 
from the Enlightenment and not from the 
Christian faith.” Noting that United 
Church bodies have been opposed to 
freedom of choice when it comes to 
segregation or the busing of public school 
students to achieve integration, he called 
for more discussion of “why the Church 
wants to restrict some freedoms and 
enlarge others.” 


The Rev. Dr. Beverly Harrison, a 
professor of Christian Ethics at Union, 
stressed the justice issue when she said, 
“Much of the theological and moral 
defense of abortion is predicated on the 
belief that most women have freedom-of- 
choice conditions and those conditions are 
being revoked. We must understand that 
safe elective surgical abortion is assured 
to only a few women who are largely white 
and largely affluent.” 


Proposals raised by attendees and 
speakers at the consultation included 
clergy training to help ministers counsel 
women on family planning and pregnancy 
decisions, dialogues between women of 
color and white women in the UCC to deal 
with questions of abortion and forced 
sterilization, church sponsorship of 
debates between anti-abortion and 
pro-choice leaders and continued work on 
the theology which underlies the issue. 


Others . attending the consultation 
included UCC president Avery Post, 
Riverside Church senior pastor William 
Sloan Coffin, and OCIS director, Rev. 
Yvonne Delk. 


Focus On New Immigrants 


Most of the history of the United States is 
based on immigrants; the earliest settlers 
were immigrants from Europe. For the 
past two centuries, the United States has 
continued to receive immigrants from 
every corner of the world — sometimes 
with open arms, sometimes not. 

In recent years, the flood of people to our 
shores from Cuba, Mexico, Haiti, 
Vietnam, Chile, and other countries has 
increased dramatically. These people are 
the subject of Thomas Bentz’s moving new 
book, New Immigrants: Portraits in 
Passage. 

Bentz, a United Church of Christ 
minister, shows with devastating clarity 
the struggles of these immigrants as they 
try to adapt to a new way of life in the 
United States. The book is available for

Results of Mass Poverty 


“History has taught us that wars 
produce hunger, but we are less awaie 
that mass poverty can lead to war or end in 
chaos. While hunger rules peace cannot 
prevail. One who wants to ban war must 
also ban mass poverty. Morally it makes 
no difference whether a human being is 
killed in war or is condemned to starve to 
death because of the indifference of 
others.”
